Miss  Louise  Babcock  was  chosen 
secretary  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  and  as  sec- 
retary of  this  board  has  given  universal  satisfaction  to  the 
Selectmen  and  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  and  to  the  town  in 
general. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Selectmen  were  practically 
forced  by  the  increased  traffic  on  Sundays,  as  we  were  in 
1922,  to  place  traffic  officers  on  many  of  the  streets  in  order 
to  avoid  accidents  as  much  as  possible.  This  has  proven  a 
success  and  has  been  appreciated  by  many  of  our  citizens  as 
well  as  by  visitors  to  our  town.  It  has  cost  the  town  some- 
what more  than  it  did  last  year,  but  this  was  anticipated, 
and  as  a result  we  have  overrun  the  appropriation  for  police 
service.  But  this  was  a public  necessity  because  of  the  many 
people  who  have  been  arrested  for  violation  of  the  automo- 
bile laws  and  also  for  the  protection  of  those  people  who  are 
careful  drivers. 

At  the  last  annual  town  meeting,  the  question  of  the 
Rogers  School  Annex  was  under  consideration.  That 
building  was  raised  three  feet,  the  lower  floor  lowered  three 
feet  and  a new  boiler  house  was  built  in  the  rear  of  the 
building.  New  toilets  were  also  put  in  and  the  sanitary  con- 
ditions of  the  building  are  now  in  first  class  shape,  satisfac- 
tory to  the  requirements  of  the  State  Board  of  Health.  Land 
was  purchased  in  the  rear  of  the  building  for  a playground 
and  we  consider  that  school  at  the  present  time  to  be  one  of 
the  best  in  our  town. 

The  town  lot  which  was  taken  under  the  eminent  do- 
main act,  just  north  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & Hart- 
ford Railroad  and  the  Atlas  Tack  Company,  has  been  con- 
siderably improved  since  the  last  town  meeting.  The  stone 
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block  house  on  the  Sconticut  Neck  Road  which  the  town 
owned  has  been  removed  and  rebuilt  and  makes  a place 
where  all  the  machinery  of  the  town  may  be  stored.  The 
S 1,500  appropriated  in  the  last  annual  town  meeting  for  an 
addition  to  this  building  so  that  the  implements  belonging  to 
the  sewer  department  might  also  be  stored  there,  has  been 
used  for  that  purpose  and  part  of  the  lot  filled  in  and  much 
improved. 

The  new  one-ton  truck  authorized  to  be  purchased  by 
the  town  at  the  last  annual  town  meeting  has  proved  a great 
success  in  many  ways  in  attending  to  the  small  matters  which 
would  require  the  use  of  horses. 

In  1914,  the  town  voted  to  take  over  the  Fairhaven 
Water  Department  and  this  article  was  also  in  the  annual 
report  of  last  year.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  still  thinks 
that  among  the  many  problems  which  are  coming  up  the 
Water  Company  is  one  that  the  town  should  consider  and 
at  some  future  town  meeting. this  matter  will  be  brought  be- 
fore the  people  to  see  if  the  town  shall  take  over  the  Fair- 
haven  Water  Company.  After  careful  examination  of  the 
whole  matter,  the  Selectmen  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that,  for  the  best  interests  of  Fairhaven,  this  water  company 
should  be  owned  and  controlled  by  the  town  and  it  was  the 
intention  of  the  Selectmen  to  have  the  matter  brought  up  at 
the  coming  town  meeting  but  there  were  so  many  other  ar- 
ticles to  be  cared  for  that  it  was  decided  to  let  this  matter 
stand  until  a special  town  meeting  on  account  of  the  in- 
creased growth  of  the  town  and  the  increased  valuation 
caused  by  the  many  homes  which  have  been  built. 

The  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  the  voters  of  the  town 
for  their  work  at  the  last  annual  town  meeting  in  voting  to 
go  back  to  the  good  old  system  of  electing  their  town  of- 
ficers before  making  appropriations.  That  kind  and  style 
of  town  meeting  has  proved  almost  a dismal  failure 
wherever  it  has  been  tried.  People  have  more  confidence 
when  they  make  their  appropriations  when  they  know  be- 
for  hand  who  will  handle  the  affairs  of  the  town. 
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Another  matter  in  which  the  Selectmen  are  very  much 
interested  is  that  of  the  Back  Road  or  Alden  Road,  so  called. 
The  County  Commissioners  and  the  State  Highway  Commis- 
sioners have  each  allowed  the  town  $6,000  for  the  Back 
Road  and  if  the  town  votes  to  match  this  amount  with 
$6,000,  which  they  have  during  the  past  year,  we  shall  have 
$18,000  to  spend  on  this  road.  We  are  now  asking  in  the 
present  warrant  for  a like  sum  for  the  same  road  until  this 
road  is  completed, — the  county  and  state  paying  two-thirds 
of  this  road.  It  is  understood  and  your  Selectmen  really 
believe  that  the  state  will  finally  choose  this  road  as  one  of 
the  main  avenues  from  the  north  to  Washington  Street  and 
leading  to  the  Cape.  It  is  also  understood,  as  far  as  we  are 
able  to  judge,  that  when  the  state  takes  this  road  over,  they 
will  abandon  the  road  which  they  have  already  built  through 
North  Fairhaven,  Adams  Street  and  North  Main  Street.  This 
will  take  the  traffic,  when  this  Alden  Road  is  completed, 
away  from  several  schoolhouses  as  there  are  none  on  the 
Back  Road  or  Alden  Road,  so-called. 

You  will  find  in  the  warrant  for  this  year  an  article  call- 
ing for  a new  schoolhouse  lot  to  be  purchased  or  taken  un- 
der the  eminent  domain  act  in  East  Fairhaven.  There  are 
at  the  present  time  about  one  hundred  fifty  children,  as 
nearly  as  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  can  figure,  for  that 
section.  An  article  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  proceed 
with  the  building  of  the  schoolhouse  is  practically  impossi- 
ble at  this  time  because  the  bill,  which  was  presented  by  the 
Selectmen  and  Superintendent  of  Schools,  has  not  yet  passed 
the  legislature.  Therefore,  a bill  for  the  new  schoolhouse 
to  be  built  on  this  lot  will  be  heard  later. 

The  article  on  band  concerts,  about  which  there  was 
some  question  last  year,  comes  up  in  the  warrant  this  year, 
and  the  Selectmen  most  respectfully  recommend  that  this 
article  be  adopted. 

The  new  auto  pumper  which  was  purchased  during  the 
past  year  has  given  entire  satisfaction,  the  only  question  now 
being  that  sooner  or  later  the  town  will  have  to  purchase 
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another  pumper,  perhaps  smaller,  or  it  may  have  to  he  of 
the  same  capacity  as  the  one  purchased. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  several  com- 
plaints about  the  lights  on  Green  Street  which  is  the  main 
thoroughfare  of  the  town  and  the  Selectmen  have  taken 
upon  themselves  the  placing  of  more  lights  on  that  street 
and  we  trust  this  will  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  town. 
Brown  Street  which  has  been  in  controversy,  or  in  other 
words,  in  a suit  against  the  town  for  the  past  year,  has  been 
settled  and  by  order  of  the  court  the  town  is  to  pay  $1,000 
damages  and  put  a fifteen-inch  pipe  in  the  side  of  the  street 
— a fifteen-inch  pipe  instead  of  a twelve-inch  pipe.  The 
Selectmen  consider  that  we  have  more  than  won  our  case 
in  this  suit  for  in  the  first  place  the  damages  were  assessed 
at  nearly  $4,000. 

We  most  respectfully  ask  and  recommend  that  the  cit- 
izens vote  for  those  recommendations  as  made  by  the  Se- 
lectmen. There  are  many  other  financial  problems  which 
will  come  up  later,  perhaps  at  a special  town  meeting  which 
will  be  called  early  in  the  spring  as  we  already  have  several 
petitions  for  streets  ;\vhich  were  not  presented  in  time  to  be 
considered  at  this  town  meeting, — all  of  which  we  most  re- 
spectfully submit.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Selectment  appointed 
Thomas  W.  Whitfield  as  superintendent  of  streets. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  a year  ago  many  streets 
were  laid  out  and  accepted  by  the  town,  namely:  Maple 
Avenue,  South  Chestnut  Street,  Chestnut  Street  south  of 
Union  Street  and  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & Hartford 
Railroad  track,  Frances  Street,  North  Walnut  Street,  North 
Green  Street,  Spruce  Street  and  Hedge  Street.  All  of  these 
were  accepted  by  the  town  and  put  in  passable  condition. 

During  the  past  winter  of  1922  and  1923,  many  of  our 
streets  and  roads  suffered  terribly  by  the  bad  weather  con- 
ditions, the  same  being  true  throughout  the  whole  common- 
wealth, and  this  was  the  cause  of  the  Highway  Department 
overruning  its  appropriation  several,  thousand  dollars.  The 
work  simply  had  to  be  done  and  we  believe  that  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  appreciate  the  fact,  espe- 
cially those  who  own  and  drive  automobiles,  that  it  was  ab- 
solutely necessary  to  repair  many  of  our  town  streets  which 
were  practically  ruined  by  the  bad  winter  of  a year  ago. 

Many  of  the  streets  had  to  be  re-surfaced  and  were  re- 
paired as  follows:  The  whole  length  of  Center  Street  from 

Water  to  Rotch  Streets  received  a coat  of  top  dressing  of 
tar  and  sand;  the  same  was  given  the  whole  length  of  Seen-. 
ticut  Neck  Road,  or  in  other  words,  about  four  miles,  putting 
that  road  in  fairly  good  condition  and  saving  it  from  going 
to  pieces  which  would  have  happened  had  it  not  been  for  the 
top  dressing;  Washington  Street  from  Alden  Road  to  Rotch 
Street  also  received  a coat  of  tar  and  sand;  the  same  was 
done  to  Spring  Street  from  Washington  Street  to  Walnut 
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Street  and  Green  Street  from  Cedar  Street  north  to  Huttle- 
ston  Avenue  also  received  a top  dressing  of  tar  and  sand. 

The  following  streets  were  macadamized  with  tar 
binder:  Cedar  Street  from  Pleasant  Street  to  Farmtield 

Street;  Church  Street  from  Green  to  Pleasant  Streets;  Port 
Street  from  Church  Street  to  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & 
Hartford  Railroad  tracks;  both  William  and  Walnut  Streets 
from  the  New  York,  New  Haven  & Hartford  Railroad  tracks 
to  Union  Street;  Middle  Street  from  Bridge  to  Center 
Streets;  Rotch  Street  from  Center  to  Washington  Streets; 
the  New  Boston  Road  north  of  Bridge  Street  about  1,000 
feet;  Green  Street  from  Spring  to  Bridge  Streets;  and  Man- 
hattan Avenue  from  Sconticut  Neck  Road  to  Bay  View  ave- 
nue. 

Many  other  streets  were  repaired  with  cinders,  among 
which  were  Farmfield  Street  from  Cedar  to  Walnut  Streets; 
Mill  Road  from  Bridge  Street  through  to  Turkey  Grove; 
Hawthorne  Street  and  part  of  Sycamore  Street;  Sycamore 
Street  from  Howland  Road  south  to  Kendrick  Avenue;  part 
of  Oak  Street  south  from  Coggeshall  Street  and  Hedge  Street 
from  Cherry  Street  to  the  Acushnet  River.. 

Repairs  were  also  made  on  North  Green  Street,  North 
William  and  North  Walnut  Street  as  laid  out  in  the  last  town 
meeting.  Three  thousand  gallons  of  tar  were  used  in  patch 
work  in  the  repairing  of  many  other  streets  and  the  scarifier 
purchased  bv  the  town  has  more  than  paid  for  itself  in  break- 
ing up  the  streets. 

On  the  town  lot  now  owned  by  the  town  and  north  of 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  & Hartford  Railroad  track  an 
addition  has  been  built  to  the  repair  shop  house  and  all  our 
own  repairs  are  now  made  by  our  own  blacksmith,  and  the 
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blacksmith  has  earned  more  than  his  own  wages  and  made 
a handsome  profit  for  the  town  besides.  The  reason  for 
this  was  that  there  were  no  blacksmith  shops  in  the  town  and 
a town  blacksmith  shop  on  the  town  lot  was  a great  con- 
venience as  well  as  a necessity  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
town.  All  the  work  can  be  done  at  this  shop  for  all  of  the 
different  departments  of  the  town  including  the  sewer,  water 
work  and  street,  department  where  in  the  past  it  was  all 
done  by  private  individuals. 

Many  of  the  streets  in  the  outlying  districts  have  re- 
ceived some  attention  and  many  more  will  receive  more  or 
less  attention  when  the  weather  permits.  It  must  be  re- 
membered that  cinders  are  very  hard  to  obtain  and  we  have 
no  gravel  or  sand  hills  with  sand  fit  to  be  used  on  our  high- 
ways. 

The  many  new  streets  laid  out  and  the  needs  arising 
from  the  construction  of  the  many  new  dwelling  houses  in 
the  different  localities  of  the  town  have  caused  us  to  expend 
more  money  than  was  anticipated  in  that  line  of  work. 

The  ashes  and  rubbish  have  been  taken  care  of  during 
the  past  year  as  well  as  could  be  expected  considering  that 
many  times  we  were  short  of  help,  and  men,  as  a rule,  do 
not  care  for  that  sort  of  work. 

We  again  ask  most  respectfully  that  the  citizens  of  the 
town  do  not  dump  rubbish  in  the  gutters  of  the  streets  as  in 
the  first  place  it  is  against  the  law  and  in  the  second  place 
it  makes  rather  an  unsightly  mess  so  we  hope  all  the  citizen  ■ 
will  cooperate  with  the  superintendent  of  streets,  whoever  he 
may  be,  in  this  particular  work.  All  of  which  is  most  re- 
spectfully submitted.

SEWER  CONSTRUCTION — Authorized  by  vote  of  the 
Town  at  the  Annual  and  Special  Town  Meetings: 

Center  Street  from  Summer  to  Hitch  Street  and  northerly 
and  southerly  from  Center  Street  in  Hitch  Street,  713  lineal 
feet  8 inch  pipe  sewer;  three  manholes ; cost,  $1,833.45;  Shone 
System. 

Maple  Avenue,  between  Laurel  and  Chestnut  Streets,  242 
lineal  feet  8 inch  pipe  sewer;  one  manhole;  48  cubic  yards  of 
ledge  excavation;  cost,  $1,309.50;  Southwest  Gravity  System, 
All  above  built  under  contract  with  Norman  M.  Pauli.

CONNECTIONS — During  1923,  eleven  connections  have 
been  repaired  and  103  new  connections  made,  making  a total 
of  1,167  sewer  connections  now  in  use. 

CLEANING  AND  FLUSHING— Carried  on  during  tfcu 
year  as  deemed  necessary  and  advisable.  Before  accepting 
a new  sewer,  the  Board  required  that  its  cleaning  bucket 
shall  pass  through  it  easily.  In  order  to  facilitate  cleaning, 
the  Board  have  had  several  new  manholes  built  during  the 
year. 
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ELECTRICAL  PUMPING  STATION  — 111  November, 
1922,  Frank  C.  Taylor  began  construction  of  a station  on  land 
leased  from  Mrs.  Ada  Macomber  at  the  southwest  corner  of 
Center  and  Rotch  Streets.  This  was  completed  and  equip- 
ment installed  ready  to  start  about  April  25th,  the  Shone 
ejectors  at  that  location  being  abandoned.  The  equipment 
consists  of  two  20  H.P.  Lincoln  Electric  Co.  motors,  which 
are  directly  connected  to  two  8 in.  x 6 in.  Morris  Centrifugal 
Pumps;  the  motors  start  automatically  when  the  sewerage 
reaches  determined  heights  in  the  former  ejector  chamber, 
now  used  as  a reservoir.  Except  for  a few  minor  troubles 
which  were  to  have  been  expected,  this  equipment  has  oper- 
ated very  effectively  and  economically ; the  cost  of  current 
from  the  N.  B.  Gas  and  Edison  Light  Company  has  averaged 
about  86  cents  per  day. 

On  the  showing  made  by  this  station,  which  was  regarded 
as  a demonstration,  the  Board  will  ask  the  Town  to  appro- 
priate at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  the  sum  of  $30,000,  to 
be  used  in  building  three  other  stations  to  replace  the  three 
ejector  stations  now  in  use,  and  abandon  the  power  house  on 
Water  Street  entirely.  .Savings  per  annum  are,  it  is  believed, 
conservatively  estimated  as  follows :

Besides  which  better  service  will  be  secured ; flooded  cellars 
in  house  connections  will  probably  become  matters  of  history. 
To  begin  to  realize  this  saving,  it  is  necessary  to  build  all 
these  stations  this  year. 

FUTURE  SEWER  EXTENSIONS— The  Board  is  con- 
ducting investigations  as  to  the  best  plan  for  sewerage  of 
several  portions  of  the  town  of  which  development  in  the  near 
future  is  most  probable ; we  are  giving  special  attention  to 
the  section  between  Elm  Street  and  North  Street,  where  de- 
velopment is  actually  in  progress.  We  ask  for  an  appropria- 
tion of  $15,000,00  for  sewer  maintenance  in  1924.

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TREE  WARDEN’S  REPORT. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Fairhaven: 

The  Tree  Warden  hereby  respectfully  submits  his  an- 
nual report.  The  trees  of  the  town  are  in  a fairly  good 
and  healthy  condition.  The  spraying  from  year  to  year  is 
successful  in  keeping  the  bug  in  check,  but  many  of  our 
trees  are  old  and  require  attention  by  removing  the  dead 
limbs,  insuring  the  safety  of  the  children  on  the  streets,  if 
nothing  else.  The  good  old  elms  on  Centre  street  are  fast; 
becoming  dangerous  to  be  left  standing.  From  year  to  year 
we  remove  several  and  replace  them  with  young  trees, 
though  we  find  it  difficult  to  start  a young  tree  under  the 
shade  of  the  large  trees.  The  Town  planted  twenty-five 
maples  in  the  newer  streets,  with  the  generosity  of  the  Im- 
provement Association.  The  Tree  Warden  planted  twenty- 
five  trees  supplied  by  them  and  in  places  designated  by 
them.  To  insure  the  beauty  of  the  streets  in  our  fast  grow- 
ing town  we  must  continue  the  planting  of  trees  in  the  newer 
sections  of  the  Town. 

Your  Tree  Warden  hereby  respectfully  recommends 
that  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  ($2,500)  be  ap- 
propriated.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PARK  COMMISSIONERS  FOR  1923. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Fairhaven: 

The  Park  Commissioners  herewith  submit  their  annual 
report.  The  board  organized  in  March  with  Mr.  H.  B.  Dut- 
ton chairman,  Miss  Mabel  L.  Potter  secretary.  Mr.  Dutton 
and  Miss  Potter  in  charge  of  the  upkeep  of  Cushman  Park, 
Mr.  Poor  of  the  North  End  Park. 

Meetings  have  been  held  from  time  to  time,  as  deemed 
necessary  and  the  work  of  maintenance  has  been  continued 
on  much  the  same  lines  as  in  previous  years,  with  Mr.  James 
Goggin  as  caretaker  of  Cushman  Park.  The  cooperation 
of  the  Street  Department  has  been  of  most  material  assist- 
ance in  resurfacing  the  worn  roadways,  thus  covering  and 
fixing  the  troublesome  loose  stone,  and  in  overhauling  and 
repairing  tools  and  seats  at  the  department  headquarters, 
thus  insuring  responsible  service  and  adequate  storage. 

On  the  grounds  there  has  been  some  rearrangement 
and  resetting  with  the  aim  to  give  as  naturalistic  a growth  of 
each  shrubbery  group  as  is  possible  in  the  existing  design,  in 
contrast  to  the  clear  cut  trimming  of  the  limited  house  plot. 
As  shade  trees  cast  longer  shadows  and  shrubs  outgrow 
dwarfing  and  maiming  of  the  pruner’s  knife  it  is  believed  the 
park  will  become  more  restful  and  attractive  as  well  as  make 
possible  more  economical  maintenance. 

Increase  in  the  use  of  the  park  as  a playground  and 
recreational  centre,  in  line  with  best  civic  recommendations 
of  the  day,  would  seem  to  justify  itself  more  than  it  can  ever 
hope  to  do  as  an  aesthetic  centre.  Mothers  and  young  chil- 
dren find  a haven  from  street  and  auto  menace;  older  chil- 
dren use  lawns  and  apparatus  for  legitimate  play,  Mr. 
Mr.  Pidgeon  efficiently  directing  activities  under  auspices  of 
the  Mothers’  Club;  baseball,  by  permit  of  the  Selectmen  and 
approval  of  the  Park  Board,  continues  to  flourish,  conges- 
tion of  spectators  and  autos  being  a Sunday  accompaniment; 
and  finally  the  grounds  have  been  opened  to  the  Fairhaven 
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Band  for  their  deservedly  popular  evening  concerts.  The 
utmost  encouragement  to  such  legitimate  and  proper  func- 
tions is  expected,  and  that  some  wear  and  tear  accompanies 
all  this  activity  is  inevitable  but  that  deliberate  injury  persists 
and  continues  is  to  be  deplored.  To  control  this  is  one  of 
the  problems  of  your  Commissioners.  Cannot  aroused  in- 
terest and  concern  for  the  public  welfare  check  this 
maurauding  lawlessness  in  the  heart  of  the  town  ? 

At  North  Fairhaven  where  the  park  area  east  of  the 
Oxford  School  is  ideally  situated  for  playground  purposes, 
accessible  yet  apart  from  street  dangers  and  house  conges- 
tion, the  Mothers’  Club  has  extended  its  beneficence  by  fur- 
nishing various  apparatus  for  the  younger  children.  That 
this  has  been  used  and  appreciated,  as  has  the  ball  diamond 
laid  out  in  1922,  is  the  general  testimony. 

Some  setting  of  trees  and  shrubs  is  desirable,  but  has 
not  seemed  feasible  until  more  consistent  protection  can  be 
assured.  The  skating  ground  project  is  practicable  but  only 
at  a greater  cost  than  appropriations  have  permitted. 

The  question  of  developing  the  tract  north  of  Bridge 
Park  has  been  taken  under  advisement,  as  the  board  realizes 
the  necessity  of  an  improvement  there  in  the  near  future, 
but  is  not  ready  to  make  recommendations  at  present.

Title  and  Scope. 

SECTION  1.  These  by-laws  shall  be  known  and  cited 
as  the  Building  Laws.  No  building,  structure  or  part  there- 
of shall  hereafter  be  constructed,  and  no  building  or  struct- 
ure now  or  hereafter  erected,  shall  be  razed,  altered,  moved 
or  built  upon  except  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of 
these  Building  Laws.  Nor  shall  plumbing,  gas  piping,  water 
piping,  drainage,  heating,  wiring  or  ventilation  be  installed 
or  altered  in  any  building  or  structure  except  in  conformity 
herewith. 
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REPORT  OF  FIRE  ENGINEERS 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  herewith  submit  their  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31.  1923. 

During  the  past  year  this  department  has  answered  seventy- 
two  (72)  alarms,  or  thirty-one  (31)  bell  alarms,  and 
forty-four  (44)  still  alarms.  One  out  of  town  call,  from  the 
town  of  Mattapoisett,  was  answered  by  Engine  1. 

The  American  La  France  Pumping  Engine,  which  has  been 
in  service  since  the  4th  of  July,  has  given  entire  satisfaction 
in  every  way  and  has  answered  thirty  (30)  alarms. 

Four  new  fire  alarm  boxes  have  been  added  to  our  system, 
and  the  Board  earnestly  recommends  the  addition  of  tour 
more  this  year,  and  also  the  installation  of  a tapper  at  the 
Water  Works  Pmmping  Station. 

The  Board  also  recommends  the  consideration  of  the  pur- 
chase of  a new  City  Service  Ladder  Truck,  as  our  present 
ladder  truck  has  been  in  service  for  over  twenty  years.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


Fairhaven.  January  7,  1924. 

The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: — The  Board  of  Health  hereby  submit  their  an- 
nual report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1923. 

There  has  been  no  epidemic  of  contagious  diseases  this  year. 
We  have  had  188  cases  of  measles,  41  of  chicken  pox,  35  of 
whooping  cough,  6 of  diphtheria,  13  of  tuberculosis  (all  forms), 
7 of  lobar  pneumonia,  and  3 each  of  scarlet  fever  and  eye 
infection  reported. 
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The  above  diseases  are  reportable  under  Chapter  111,  Sec- 
tion 109,  110,  111,  of  the  General  Laws,  1922.  Physicians  or 
householders  who  fail  to  report  all  diseases  declared  dangerous 
to  the  public  health  may  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  over 

$100.00. 

The  Board  voted  not  to  grant  any  slaughter  house  license, 
as  there  seemed  to  be  no  suitable  location,  but  under  the  law 
we  have  to  employ  an  inspector  of  slaughtering,  who  has 
made  660  inspections,  of  which  214  were  of  cattle,  432 
calves,  14  swine. 

Our  largest  expense  has  been  for  hospitals,  which  has 
amounted  to  $1,889.44.

REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  OF  ANIMALS 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Inspector  of  Animals  hereby  submits  his  annual  report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1923. 

Eighty-five  premises  were  visited  during  the  general  inspec- 
tion, and  993  animals  inspected,  of  which  726  were  dairy  cows, 
172  young  cattle,  20  bulls,  72  swine,  and  3 goats.  Nine  of  the 
stables  examined  were  found  to  be  poorly  lighted,  8 improp- 
erly ventilated,  7 had  poor  drainage,  3 had  insufficient  space, 
and  4 were  unclean. 

Ten  interstate  cattle  were  identified  and  inspected  during 
the  year,  and  one  cow  was  quarantined  for  tuberculosis,  and 
subsequent  visits  made  to  the  herd  exposed,  the  regular  pre- 
cautions being  taken  to  protect  them  from  the  contagion.

Is  Fairhaven  Appropriating  Enough  for  Schools? 

A variety  of  answers  to  this  question  may  be  made. 
Some  taxpayers  will  without  hesitation  or  investigation  reply 
emphatically  in  the  affirmative.  There  are  several  angles 
from  which  one  may  look  at  the  matter,  if  open-minded, 
and  thereby  reach  a sound  conclusion. 

1.  What  was  the  per  capita  cost  of  education,  high  arid 
elementary,  in  Fairhaven  during  1923? 

High  Elementary 

$135.79  $57.43 

Compare  these  figures  with  the  average  per  capita  cost 
in  the  State  for  the  school  year  ending  June,  1923: 

High  Elementary 

$117.94  $69.24 

As  explained  in  previous  reports,  the  High  School  per 
capita  is  larger  than  average  because  the  building  is  more 
expensive  in  upkeep.  By  this  is  meant  that  more  janitor 
service,  building  supplies,  and  expensive  repairs  are  required 
than  in  the  ordinary  high  school.  In  salaries,  books,  sup- 
plies, and  other  educational  expenditures  the  amounts  are 
average. 

The  expenditure  per  elementary  school  pupil  in  the 
State  is  $11.81  more  than  in  Fairhaven. 

2.  What  was  the  per  pupil  cost  for  education,  high  and 
elementary,  in  towns  of  5,000  population  or  over  for  the 
school  year  ending  in  June,  1923? 

High  Elementary 

$111.65  $64.39 

In  per  capita  for  elementary  school  pupils  Fairhaven 
is  $6.96  less  than  the  cost  in  towns  of  its  own  size. 

3.  What  was  the  per  pupil  cost  from  taxation  in  Fair- 
haven during  1923?,  (high  and  elementary),  S43.75.  Com- 
pare this  per  pupil  taxation  cost  with  that  of  the  State  for 
the  year,  $71.09.  Compare  also  with  the  average  in  towns 
of  5,000  population  or  over,  $66.51. 
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The  above  comparisons  are  evidence  to  an  open- 
minded  taxpayer  that  the  School  Department  is  not  expend- 
ing an  undue  proportion  of  the  public  funds.  If  he  will  re- 
member that  the  school  population  has  more  than  doubled 
in  the  last  few  years,  and  that  the  same  economic  laws  apply 
to  schools  as  to  food,  shelter  and  clothing,  it  will  be  obvious 
that  the  relative  amount  spent  on  education  in  Fairhaven 
has  not  increased  materially. 

Is  Fairhaven  expending  enough  ? Comparisons  do 
not  wholly  answer  the  question.  Every  community  has  its 
peculiar  conditions.  The  larger  appropriation  for  schools 
from  taxation  in  some  communities  does  not  give  as  high  a 
per  pupil  expenditure  as  in  Fairhaven.  Several  towns  might 
be  used  as  examples  of  this.  The  explanation  is  simple. 
Fairhaven  receives  annually  from  endowment  funds  nearly 
530,000  for  schools. 

There  are  other  ways  in  which  comparisons  do  injus- 
tice. The  cost  for  school  support  does  not  include  outlay 
for  new  buildings.  Many  towns  and  cities  with  a higher  per 
capita  for  support  are  far  behind  in  their  building  programs. 
As  a result  many  pupils  are  receiving,  and  have  received  for 
several  years,  only  part-time  schooling.  Fairhaven  has 
been  generous  in  this  direction.  The  completion  of  two 
new  buildings  and  the  expensive  renovation  of  a third  within 
five  years  prove  this.  That  no  pupils  have  had  their 
schooling  materially  curtailed  during  these  times  when  short- 
age of  school  rooms,  was  the  rule  rather  than  the  exception 
indicates  the  spirit  of  the  town  toward  education. 

But  is  Fairhaven  expending  enough  for  schools?  In- 
cluding the  use  of  all  funds,  the  Town  falls  below  the  per 
pupil  average  for  the  State.  Including  only  the  money 
raised  by  taxation,  Fairhaven  is  decidedly  lower.  This  is 
especially  true  in  regard  to  the  amount  expended  in  the  ele- 
mentary schools.  It  was  must  admitted  -that  a per  pupil 
cost  from  taxation  of  $27.34  less  than  the  State  average 
gives  an  opportunity  to  enable  better  schools  if  the  Town 
so  wishes. 
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The  weakness  of  our  schools  lies  in  the  instability  of 
our  teaching  corps.  A minimum  salary  of  $1,000  and  a 
maximum  of  $1,250  for  the  first  six  grades  makes  our  sys- 
tem a training  school  by  which  other  communities  profit. 
We  get  the  best  inexperienced  teachers  we  can  but  it  requires 
time  to  ripen  training  into  skill.  The  difference  in  cost  be- 
tween a teacher  of  no  experience  and  of  one  or  two  years  of 
experience  would  be  the  most  valuable  part  of  the  Town’s 
investment  in  schools.  The  number  of  pupils  per  teacher 
in  town  is  very  high,  averaging  more  than  forty  per  room. 
This  is  too  many  for  any  teacher  and  a very  unfavorable 
condition  for  beginners  in  the  work. 

Attendance. 

The  total  membership  of  the  schools  for  the  year  end- 
ing in  June,  1923,  was  1,908.  The  average  membership 
1,697;  average  attendance  1,561;  and  percent  of  attendance 
91.09. 

The  total  enrollment  of  the  schools  since  September 
has  been  1918.  The  actual  membership  on  December  15  of 
the  current  year  was  1,859,  a gain  of  117  pupils  over  that  at 
the  same  time  last  year. 

School  Accommodations. 

The  Committee  faces  again  the  problem  of  providing 
more  school  rooms.  At  present  the  congestion  is  in  the 
buildings  located  at  the  Center.  In  North  Fairhaven  there 
is  one  vacant  room  at  the  Anthony  School.  This  will  pro- 
vide for  next  year’s  increase  in  that  section.  In  the  Center 
every  room  is  occupied  and  several  are  overcrowded.  At 
the  Rogers  School  relief  has  been  obtained  for  the  eighth 
grades  by  using  the  Assembly  Hall,  very  poorly  lighted  and 
located  in  the  third  story.  At  the  Tripp  School  the  first 
grade  of  sixty  pupils  has  been  reduced  in  size  by  opening  a 
school  in  the  Assembly  Hall  there.  The  Washington  Street 
School  has  six  overcrowded  rooms.  All  available  space  for 
seats  in  these  rooms  is  being  used  and  fifteen  pupils  are 
gathered  around  tables.  If  there  is  a normal  increase  in 
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school  population  next  fall  and  no  additional  rooms  are  pro- 
vided nearly  one  hundred  pupils  will  necessarily  receive  half- 
time schooling. 


Recommendation. 

East  Fairhaven  is  growing.  There  are  142  children 
from  this  section  now  being  transported  to  grade  schools  in 
the  Center.  A building  located  there  would  relieve  the 
Center  and,  although  the  school  population  is  so  distributed 
that  many  would  still  require  transportation,  something 
could  be  saved  in  this  direction.  The  present  center  of 
school  population  in  that  section  is  a short  distance  west  of 
New  Boston  Road.  A building  in  that  vicinity  might  ulti- 
mately house  also  the  pupils  from  Sconticut  Neck,  giving 
the  children  of  both  sections  the  same  advantages  of  an 
eight  room  school  which  they  now  have  at  the  Center. 

An  eight  room  school  building  in  East  Fairhaven  would 
insure  school  accommodations  for  the  children  of  that  sec- 
tion and  of  the  Center  for  several  years.  If  that  number  of 
rooms  is  provided,  all  of  them  need  not  be  finished  at  once. 
A very  conservative  estimate,  based  on  the  present  rate  of 
growth,  places  our  need  of  new  rooms  for  next  year  as  four 
or  five. 


Formation  of  New  Superintendency  Union. 

The  Superintendency  Union  comprising  the  towns  of 
Acushnet,  Fairhaven,  Mattapoisett  and  Marion  was  dissolved 
in  April.  The  maximum  number  of  schools  or  classes  in  a 
district,  as  fixed  by  the  law  regulating  the  formation  of  a 
Union,  is  fifty;  the  minimum,  twenty-five.  The  Fairhaven 
union  had  long  since  passed  the  maximum.  The  number  of 
teachers,  regular  and  special,  had  grown  from  twenty-seven 
in  the  union  as  organized  in  1897,  to  114  in  1923.  The  very 
rapid  growth  of  Acushnet  and  Fairhaven  in  recent  years  had 
created  in  each  of  these  towns  the  need  of  more  of  the  Su- 
perintendent’s time.  As  finally  adjusted,  Acushnet  em- 
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ployed  a full-time  Superintendent,  Marion,  a supervising- 
principal  as  Superintendent,  and  Fairhaven  united  with  Mat- 
tapoisett  in  a new  union.  In  the  new  union  are  fifty  schools 
or  classes,  the  High  School  being  counted  as  one,  and  seven- 
ty-seven teachers.  Fairhaven  employs  the  Superintendent 
for  six-sevenths  of  his  time,  Mattapoisett  for  one-seventh. 
The  arrangement  will  cost  Fairhaven  $1,067  more  annually, 
and  it  will  receive  two-sevenths  'more  of  time  and  service. 
The  amount  expended  for  supervision  under  the  former  ar- 
rangement was  the  lowest  in  the  State  for  a town  of  its 
size.  The  average  salary  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
for  the  current  year  in  twenty-six  towns  approximating 
Fairhaven  in  size  is  $3,505.  Fairhaven  plans  to  pay  $3,428. 

Teachers. 

Sixteen  resignations  occurred  during  the  current  year. 
Twelve  teachers  accepted  higher  salaries  elsewhere,  one  was 
married,  and  three  were  not  asked  to  return.  In  addition  to 
these  changes,  two  new  teachers,  one  each  for  the  High 
School  and  grades,  have  been  engaged. 

Nine  of  the  sixteen  vacancies  from  resignations  were 
filled  by  appointment  of  normal  or  college  graduates  of 
1923.  Every  person  in  intimate  touch  with  the  work  of  the 
schools  knows  the  desirability  of  retaining  teachers  for 
longer  terms  of  service.

High  School. 

Fifty-nine  pupils  graduated  from  the  High  School  in 
June  and  ninety-four  entered  in  September.  The  present 
membership  is  practically  the  same  as  at  this  time  last  year. 

The  building  provides  adequate  accommodations  for  a 
maximum  of  300  pupils.  Its  capacity  has  been  reached  if 
good  teaching  conditions  are  to  be  maintained.  Increase  in 
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size  of  the  classes,  particularly  of  the  Freshman  classes,  ne- 
cessitates more  divisions,  consequently  more  classrooms. 
There  are  relatively  few  of  these.  At  present  the  library, 
physics-laboratory  and  lecture  room  are  serving  as  such. 
No  more  rooms  are  available  unless  the  janitor’s  apartment 
is  taken  for  school  use.  Three  recitation  rooms  might  thus 
be  provided  which  would  probably  suffice  for  several  years. 
In  the  more  distant  future  means  of  relief  may  be  had  by  the 
organization  of  a Junior  High  school. 

COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

Three  new  courses  have  been  added  to  the  program  of 
studies.  Two  of  them  are  in  music  and  are  made  possible 
by  the  retention  in  Fairhaven  of  'more  of  the  supervisor’s 
time.  One  of  these  is  on  the  Appreciation  and  History  of 
Music,  the  other  on  Theory  and  Harmony. 

A new  course  in  Banking  and  Bookkeeping  has  been 
added  to  meet  the  increasing  demand  for  Advanced  Book- 
keeping. This  course  is  given  in  the  senior  year. 

THE  SCHOOL  LIBRARY. 

Last  year  through  the  interested  and  efficient  coopera- 
tion of  Millicent  Library  a high  school  library  was  organized. 
The  Principal  makes  the  following  report  in  regard  to  this: 
“We  were  able  to  begin  the  school  year  with  a complete  li- 
brary system.  This  was  due  to  the  extensive  re-organiza- 
tion that  was  carried  on  last  year  under  the  supervision -of 
the  English  Department. 

The  Hartford  Reading  List  was  adopted  and  about  1,000 
books  classified  under  such  heads  as  Fiction,  Biography, 
Drama,  Poetry, . Travel,  Histories,  References  and  Essays. 
The  old  card  catalog  was  replaced  by  a much  larger  and 
newer  one  and  a new  system  of  charging  and  discharging- 
books  adopted  which  has  proved  very  satisfactory.  All 
fines  collected  from  the  books  go  toward  the  purchasing  of 
new  books.  Among  the  new  books  already  purchased  are 
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the  four  volumes  of  the  Outline  of  Science  by  J.  A.  Thomp- 
son. It  is  interesting  to  note  while  speaking  of  books  that 
more  books  were  issued  to  students  last  year  than  in  any 
previous  twelve. 

“Through  the  Library  Art  Club  it  has  been  possible  to 
get,  with  practically  no  expense,  several  excellent  exhibits  of 
pictures  which  are  displayed  on  the  walls  for  a period  of 
two  or  three  weeks.” 

“It  is  possible  that  arrangements  will  be  made  in  the 
near  future  for  a “Library  Afternoon”  once  a month  with  a 
stimulating  speaker.” 

With  a building,  equipment,  and  athletic  field  that  any 
city  might  envy,  community  pride  will  continue  to  insist  that 
the  standards  of  Fairhaven  High  School,  academic  and  oth- 
erwise, shall  be  of  higher  grade  than  is  general  in  towns  of 
our  size.  In  the  beginning  this  was  easily  accomplished  be- 
cause, with  no  appropriation  from  the  town,  funds  were  suf- 
ficient to  keep  up  the  plant  and  pay  higher  than  average 
salaries  to  teachers.  As  the  school  has  increased  in  size 
and  the  purchasing  power  of  the  endowment  has  decreased, 
it  has  been  necessary  to  ask  the  town  for  appropriations. 
Even  with  this  aid,  it  becomes  more  difficult  each  year  to 
maintain  the  standard  desired.  It  has  been  maintained  thus 
far.  In  curriculum,  scholarship,  athletics,  and  in  character- 
building spirit  the  school  is  on  a par  with  the  best.  Such  a 
record  can  be  continued  if  the  Town  remains  generous  in  its 
attitude  toward  the  school’s  needs. 

Physical  Education. 

Physical  education  is  compulsory  in  Massachusetts.  It 
has  been  a part  of  the  Fairhaven  School  system  for  sixteen 
years.  Organized  play,  gymnastics,  folk  dancing  and  ath- 
letics in  the  grades  and  high  school  were  formerly  under  the\ 
direction  of  one  teacher.  Under  the  present  arrangement 
the  high  school  girls  receive  training  under  one  instructor 
while  the  work  of  the  high  school  boys  and  of  all  the  chil- 
dren in  the  grades  is  under  the  direction  of  another. 
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Physical  education  has  evolved  from  physical  culture. 
The  chief  aim  of  the  latter  was  to  give  culture  and  grace  to 
the  body.  Physical  education  has  a broader  meaning.  It 
aims  to  e'ducate  the  body  to  resist  disease,  to  become  efficient 
in  work,  and  to  be  graceful  in  carriage.  It  consists  of  far 
more  than  athletics  or  group  calisthenics.  In  carrying  out 
its  purpose  pupils  are  classified  according  to  physical  de- 
fects susceptible  to  correction  and  each  group  receives  the 
particular  kind  of  physical  education  which  will  assist  in  the 
correction  of  these.  Such  exercises  do  not  supplant  gen- 
eral work  with  groups,  but  supplement  it. 

Physical  education  in  the  public  schools  must  concern 
itself  primarily  with  the  physical  development  and  health 
education  of  children.  It  is  a part  of  the  curriculum  because 
such  development  and  education  is  fundamental  to  mental 
and  moral  development.  It  is,  therefore,  not  alone  for 
those  children  who  are  naturally  robust,  nor  should  it  exalt 
this  class  unduly;  it  is  for  the  weak  and  defective  even  'more 
than  for  the  strong  and  perfect. 

Physical  education  for  girls,  as  given  in  our  high  school, 
exemplifies  the  principle  and  methods  stated  above.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  school  year  a health  inventory  of  each  girl 
is  taken,  is  recorded,  and  is  accessible  to  its  owner  through- 
out her  years  at  the  high  school.  Her  health  is  checked  up 
on  her  card  four  times  a year.  At  the  time  of  the  inven- 
tory the  standards  of  what  a girl  ought  to  be  for  her  age, 
the  effect  of  high  heels,  the  results  of  bad  hygiene,  etc.,  are 
explained.  Individual  advice  is  given.  The  physical  ex- 
aminations bring  to  light  cases  of  bad  posture,  of  pronated 
or  weak  feet,  of  crooked  backs,  of  lungs  which  need  special 
development,  and  of  other  defects  which  yield  readily  to 
corrective  exercises  when  the  individual  is  young.  Each 
girl  having  a physical  defect  is,  therefore,  given  a group  of 
exercises  designed  to  correct  her  weaknesses.  These  arc 
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continued  at  home  or  in  the  gymnasium  until  the  trouble  is 
removed.  The  following  table  indicates  some  of  the  re- 
sults of  examinations  and  treatment  thus  far  this  year:

Each  girl  gets  from  twenty  to  thirty-five  minutes  of  ex- 
ercises four  days  a week  in  class.  In  the  fall  work  is  car- 
ried on  out-of-doors  and  often  consists  of  field  hockey.  The 
gain  in  chest,  capacity  during  hockey  season  this  fall  aver- 
aged 12  cubic  inches  for  each  girl.  This  means  that  dor- 
mant air  cells  were  called  into  action  and  when  one  knows 
that  98%  of  all  cases  of  tuberculosis  start  in  these  inactive 
cells,  the  significance  of  this  increase  is  appreciated.  Dur- 
ing the  winter  'months  the  work  is  carried  on  in  the  gym- 
nasium. It  consists  of  marching,  response  work,  games, 
apparatus  work,  corrective  exercises  for  individual  pupils, 
and  hygiene  talks.  In  the  spring  the  work  is  taken  out-of- 
doors again. 

Physical  education  for  the  grades  and  high  school  boys 
consists  largely  of  gymnastics  and  folk  dancing,  supervised 
play  and  athletics.  Some  corrective  work  is  done  but,  be- 
cause of  the  size  of  his  field,  the  supervisor  of  necessity  uses 
more  general  exercises.  There  is  need  of  the  full  time  of  a 
supervisor.  The  younger  children  of  the  grades  may  well 
be  classified  according  to  their  physical  defects.  Children 
with  a tendency  towards  spinal  curvature,  with  insufficient 
chest  expansion  or  other  defects,  should  be  placed  in  separ- 
ate groups  and  be  given  corrective  exercises. 
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The  more  important  phase  of  physical  education  in  the 
grades  is  supervised  play.  Those  who  doubt  the  value  of 
this  still  believe  in  the  ancient  theory  that  the  only  business 
of  the  schools  is  to  impart  knowledge  through  books.  As 
a matter  of  fact,  play  is  one  of  the  most  important  subjects 
in  the  course  of  study.  On  the  playground  the  real  child 
reveals  himself.  Under  the  influence  of  the  play  instinct 
his  thoughts  and  acts  become  most  powerful  educative  fac- 
tors. Through  play  these  are  fixed  in  the  brain  and  nerv- 
ous system  thereby  producing  character.  Under  right  su- 
pervision the  good  moral  traits  in  the  following  list  are  de- 
veloped, while  under  no  supervision  the  bad  ones  placed 
opposite  may  be  encouraged.

Not  only  does  supervised  play  educate  morally;  it  helps 
also  to  establish  certain  mental  powers  such  as  initiative,  the 
power  to  begin;  attention,  the  power  to  stick;  and  persist- 
ence, or  the  power  to  go  through. 

The  work  in  supervised  play  is  well  conducted  in  Fair- 
haven  schools. 

In  athletics  the  various  teams  have  had  another  suc- 
cessful year.  In  competition  with  schools  representing  a 
much  larger  student  body,  they  have  made  splendid  records, 
Of  greater  educational  power,  however,  than  the  outside 
games  are  the  inter-school  and  inter-class  athletic  contests. 
In  arranging  athletic  schedules  it  is  the  work  of  the  super- 
visor to  see  that  intensive  attention  to  a few  does  not  crowd 
out  attention  to  the  many. 
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Health. 

The  reports  of  the  Dental  Clinic  and  the  School-  Nurse 
follow: 

DENTAL  CLINIC. 

The  Dental  Clinic  has  been  open  during  1923  each 
Tuesday  and  Thursday  morning.  Every  school  child  has 
had  an  oral  examination.  One  hundred  fifty-four  children 
have  been  treated.

In  November  a clinic  was  held  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Board  of  Health  and  Community  Nurse  Association. 
Every  underweight  child  was  given  the  opportunity  of  re- 
ceiving a thorough  examination  by  physicians  from  the 
Massachusetts  Tuberculosis  League.  Parents  of  103  chib 
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dren  availed  themselves  of  it.  Thirty  mothers,  attended  the 
clinic.  A splendid  cooperative  spirit  was  manifest.  In  ad- 
dition to  twenty-three  cases  showing  symptoms  of  tubercu- 
losis, which  were  later  taken  to  Lakeville  for  the  X-Ray, 
other  causes  of  defective  physical  condition  were  discovered 
and  advice  given  to  parents  concerning  their  treatment.  The 
chief  purpose  of  the  clinic  was  to  enable  diagnosis  of  incip- 
ient tuberculosis  and  to  advise  parents  as  to  curative  meas- 
ures. 

The  annual  sale  of  Red  Cross  Stamps  through  the 
schools  brings  back  a considerable  sum  for.  use  in  Town. 
The  Community  Nurse  Association  is  at  present  expending 
some  of  this  in  providing  a mid-session  luncheon  of  milk 
for  underweight  children.  In  cases  where  this  is  needed  and 
the  parents  are  unable  to  pay  for  it,  it  is  furnished  free,  oth- 
erwise, at  cost. 

It  may  seem  to  some  that  the  program  of  physical  edu- 
cation and  health  is  becoming  too  extensive  in  the  schools. 
It  is  true  that  the  health  of  the  child  is  primarily  a matter 
for  the  home;  it  is  also  true  that  the  welfare  of  the  child  is 
often  best  served  through  the  cooperation  of  the  school.  A 
condition — rather  than  a theory — should  decide  the  course 
of  action. 


Relating  to  School  Work. 

“Adjustment  Class”  needed. 

The  following  law  regarding  instruction  of  retarded  chil- 
dren went  into  effect  in  1920: 

Section  I.  The  school  committee  of  each  city  and 
town  shall,  within  one  year  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and 
annually  thereafter,  ascertain,  under  regulations  prescribed 
by  the  board  of  education  and  the  director  of  the  commis- 
sion on  mental  diseases,  the  number  of  children  three  years 
oi  more  retarded  in  mental  development  who  are  in  attend- 
ance upon  the  public  schools  of  its  city  or  town,  or  who  are 
of  school  age,  and  reside  therein. 
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Section  II.  At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  of 
nineteen  and  twenty,  the  school  committee  of  each  city  and 
town  in  which  there  are  ten  or  more  children  three  years  or 
more  retarded  shall  establish  special  classes  to  give  such 
children  instruction  adapted  to  their  mental  attainments,  un- 
der regulations  prescribed  by  the  board  of  education. 

In  accordance  with  this  law  the  State  Department  of  Ed- 
ucation arranges  to  have  the  examination  of  retarded  chil- 
dren under  the  direction  of  skilled  psychiatrists.  Standard 
achievement  tests  are  given  by  teachers,  personal  data  is  as- 
certained by  the  School  Nurse,  and  a Clinic  is  held  in  the 
community  for  the  final  examination  of  children.  Such  a 
clinic  was  held  in  Fairhaven  in  December.  The  detailed 
records  of  the  examinations  are  never  made  public.  Ad- 
vice is  given,  however,  in  regard  to  the  future  work  of  the 
children.  In  some  cases  it  is  found  that  a little  additional 
coaching  will  enable  a child  to  catch  up  and  do  regular 
school  work.  In  other  cases  the  causes  of  retardation  are 
found  to  be  due  to  poor  health,  or  defective  eyesight  or 
hearing,  and,  when  these  are  removed,  progress  can  be 
made;  in  a very  few  cases  institutional  instruction  is  recom- 
mended. For  the  majority  of  children,  membership  in  a 
special  class  is  recommended. 

Our  schools  have  51  pupils  retarded  three  years  or 
more.  The  presence  of  some  of  these  pupils  in  grades 
where  they  cannot  do  the  work  is  a hindrance  to  those  who 
can,  creates  disciplinary  problems  and  is  a flagrant  injustice 
to  the  retarded  children  themselves.  I recommend  earnestly 
that,  in  accordance  with  the  law,  an  adjustment  class  be 
formed  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  school  year. 

School  Gardens. 

Interest  in  school  gardens  has  been  greater  this  year 
than  in  any  season  since  the  war.  As  shown  by  registration, 
250  children  planned  gardens.  As  usual  many  plans  mis- 
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tarried  but  160  received  a first  visitation,  90  were  found 
worthy  of  a second  and  60  survived  to  be  considered  for  the 
awards.  Many  of  these  were  excellent  gardens,  some  of 
exceptional  merit.  At  the  close  of  the  season  a splendid 
exhibit  was  held  in  the  Assembly  Hall  of  the  Job  C.  Tripp 
school. 

School  gardens  are  worth  while.  They  are  valuable 
in  teaching  thrift  and  nature  study  and  may  be  helpful  in 
correlation  with  such  school  branches  as  Arithmetic,  Lan- 
guage and  Composition  work.  In  the  Rogers  school  the 
garden  project  was  so  correlated  and  proved  helpful  to  pu- 
pils in  these  subjects.  I hope  the  Improvent  Association 
will  continue  its  cooperation  and  wish  the  Grange  might  also 
offer  its  assistance. 

Grammar  School  Graduation. 

It  is  the  tendency  in  recent  years  to  make  less  of  grad- 
uation from  the  grammar  school.  There  have  been  no 
formal  exercises  in  Fairhaven  for  more  than  ten  years.  In 
response  to  a request  from  the  class  of  1923  at  the  Rogers 
School,  permission  was  given  last  June  to  hold  informal  ex- 
ercises. These  were  very  successful  and  helpful  and,  if  they 
can  be  kept  of  this  type,  should  be  continued. 

Education  Week. 

The  week  of  November  18-24  is  observed  throughout 
the  country  as  Education  Week.  Its  purpose  is  to  “get  the 
schools  into  the  community  and  the  community  into  the 
schools.”  The  observance  in  Fairhaven  this  year  was  un- 
usually successful.  Some  of  its  features  were  sermons  on 
education  by  various  pastors,  an  address  by  Mr.  Burr  F. 
Jones,  Agent  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  given  before 
the  Mothers’  Club  and  the  teachers  who  were  guests,  special 
programs  in  every  school,  a public  address  by  Mr.  Frank  W. 
Wright,  Deputy  Commissioner  of  Education,  and  visitation 
of  schools  by  more  than  one  thousand  adult  citizens. 


Miscellaneous  Items. 


School  orchestras  have  been  organized  in  the  Rogers 
and  Job  C.  Tripp  Schools.  The  latter  school  has  raised  and 
expended  some  money  for  instruments  and  music.  If 
money  was  available  to  furnish  these  the  movement  would 
spread  rapidly  in  all  the  schools.  The  fact  that  a beginning 
has  been  made  raises  the  hope  that  sometime  there  may  be  . 
an  opportunity  for  instrumental  music  in  the  grade  schools. 

In  June  a Field  Day  was  held.  It  brought  together 
all  the  children  in  a demonstration  of  the  year’s  work  in 
physical  education.  There  was  a large  attendance  of  par- 
ents and  citizens  and  many  gratifying  comments  on  the 
work  were  made  by  spectators  and  press.  A small  admis- 
sion fee  was  charged.  The  proceeds  have  been  used  to 
purchase  three  stereopticons  and  a library  of  600  slides. 
There  is  now  a stereopticon  in  each  building.  The  teach- 
ers of  history,  geography  and  nature  study  are  finding  this 
equipment  most  helpful. 


The  spirit  of  the  present  corps  of  teachers  is  progres- 
sive. A large  number  of  them  are  enrolled  in  a University 
Extension  course  now  being  given  in  New  Bedford  by  in- 
structors from  Harvard  University.  This  is  distinctly  valu- 
able to  the  schools  of  the  Town.  Educational  ideals  have 
changed  materially  in  the  last  decade.  “The  schools  of  to- 
day deal  with  the  issues  of  life  as  WE  live  it — not  as  our 
fathers  lived  it — and  the  teacher  of  today,  if  a real  teacher, 
is  as  much  in  touch  with  the  living  and  pulsing  NOW  as  is 
the  worker  in  any  other  trade,  profession,  or  calling.”

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Report  of  the 

Librarian  for  the  Year  1924 


To  the  Trustees  of  The  Millicent  Library: 

The  thirty-first  annual  report  of  The  Millicent  Library 
is  herewith  submitted.  New  records  for  the  circulation  of 
books  in  both  the  adult  and  juvenile  departments  were  made 
the  past  year,  there  has  been  no  decrease  in  the  demands 
made  of  the  library  for  reference  purposes  and  in  every 
other  respect  it  has  been  the  busiest  year  the  present  staff 
has  known.  In  1912,  my  first  full  year  with  this  library  the 
total  circulation  was  51,709,  the  past  year  it  was  78,955,  a 
gain  of  27,246  or  65  per  cent.  There  is  nothing  extraordi- 
nary about  this  increase,  it  simply  means  that  we  are  keep- 
ing pace  with  the  rather  rapid  growth  of  the  town.  Our 
per  capita  circulation,  8.8,  though  high  in  comparison  with 
the  majority  of  libraries,  remains  practically  the  same. 

It  is  worth  noting,  however,  that  we  are  handling  the 
increased  work  with  a staff  the  same  size,  except  for  the  ad- 
dition of  one  part-time  assistant,  as  it  was  twenty  year^  ago. 
It  can  thus  be  seen  why  all  our  opportunities  for  develop- 
ment are  not  immediately  followed  up  and  that  some  phases 
of  the  work  have  to  be  slighted  under  the  present  pressure. 
It  may  be  well  to  speak  of  one  development  which  should 
come  within  a short  time.  With  the  establishment  of  a new 
schoo'lhouse  in  East  Fairhaven  which  seems  probable  this 
coming  year,  we  are  likely  to  lose  our  hold  on  the  children 
of  that  section  who  now  have  the  opportunity  of  using  the 
library  because  they  are  brought  to  the  centre  of  the  town  by 
trolley  or  auto  bus.  With  the  establishment  of  a branch  or 
deposit  station  in  East  Fairhaven  similar  to  the  Oxford 
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Branch,  we  could  in  a measure  still  hold  them  and  at  the 
same  time  render  a more  convenient  service  to  the  adult 
population  of  that  section  who  because  of  the  distance  often 
find  it  difficult  to  come  to  the  main  library. 

Two  physical  improvements  both  long  needed  for  more 
eftlicient  administration  have  been  made  during  the  year. 
These  are  the  new  charging  desk  and  the  railing  off  of  the 
rear  of  the  stack  to  provide  a more  private  work  room.  The 
value  of  both  these  improvements  can  only  be  appreciated 
by  the  staff  who  have  worked  without  them. 

Book  Purchases. 

Additions  to  the  collection  of  books  during  1923  num- 
bered 1,117  while  376  were  withdrawn.  The  net  gain  was 
741  and  the  total  number  of  books  now  in  the  library  is  28,- 
852.  The  number  of  books  purchased  was  slightly  less  and 
the  amount  spent  for  books  about  $300,  less  than  in  1922. 
Fewer  replacements  were  made  and  with  the  exception  of 
the  Chronicles  of  America  in  fifty  volumes  no  expensive  sets 
or  reference  books  were  purchased.  The  number  of  period- 
icals subscribed  for  also  remains  practically  the  same  as  in 
previous  vears. 

Binding  bills  were  somewhat  reduced  and  it  is  hoped  to 
reduce  them  still  further  by  doing  more  book  repair  at  the 
library  through  the  use  of  improved  methods.  To  find  time 
for  this,  however,  is  the  problem  with  so  much  routine  work 
to  be  done. 

Use  of  Books. 

The  circulation  of  books  from  the  regular  collection  of 
the  main  library  was  66,307,  a gain  of  5,252  over  1922, 
Books  issued  from  the  duplicate  pay  collection  numbered 
1,281,  from  the  Oxford  Branch  7,529,  from  the  High  School 
library  3,044,  and  from  other  agencies  794.  The  total  cir- 
culation was  78,955,  a gain  of  5,361  over  last  year  and  the 
largest  use  of  books  in  the  records  of  the  library.  The  new 
loan  desk  installed  in  May  has  greatly  facilitated  the  work 
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of  charging  and  discharging  and  made  for  better  service  in 
every  way. 

This  year  we  have  loaned  more  books  outside  the  limits 
of  the  town  than  ever  before.  Inter-library  loans  have  been 
made  to  Hyannis,  Marstons  Mills,  Marion  and  other  towns  on 
Cape  Cod  and  we  have  also  loaned  small  collections  of 
books  to  individuals  on  Marthas  Vineyard,  a service  that 
seems  to  have  been  greatly  appreciated.  At  the  same  time 
we  should  acknowledge  our  own  indebtedness  to  the  New 
Bedford  Public  Library  for  their  generosity  in  lending  us 
many  books  asked  for  which  were  not  in  our  own  collection. 

Children’s  Work. 

The  number  of  children’s  books  purchased  this  year 
was  considerably  less  than  usual,  only  228  being  added  while 
136  were  withdrawn.  The  total  gain  was  92  and  the  total 
number  of  children’s  books  3,803.  Even  with  the  small 
number  of  additions  and  in  spite  of  the  large  circulation  and 
the  number  of  books  out  in  schoolroom  libraries,  the  shelv- 
ing in  the  children’s  room  is  overcrowded  and  it  has  been 
necessary  to  move  one  class  of  books  into  the  adult  stacks. 

The  circulation  of  children’s  books  broke  all  records, 
20,920  being  issued  from  the  main  library  alone,  a gain  of 
over  2,300  more  than  any  previous  year.  From  the  Oxford 
Branch  2,308  children’s  books  were  issued. 

Since  the  first  of  September,  Miss  Holmes  who  took  a 
special  summer  course  in  children’s  work  at  the  Simmons 
College  Library  School,  has  had  charge  of  the  work  with 
children.  Under  the  present  schedule  and  on  account  of 
the  rush  of  work  at  the  delivery  desk  afternoons,  it  has  not 
been  possible  for  her  to  give  her  full  time  to  the  children. 
This  fall,  however,  she  interested  the  children  in  reading  for 
state  certificates  which  are  granted  for  reading  a certain 
number  of  books  from  a graded  list.  About  fifty  certificates 
were  issued  to  children  who  reported  on  the  required  num- 
ber of  books.  Though  there  are  difficulties  in  providing  a 
sufficient  number  of  copies  of  listed  books,  excellent  results 
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Come  from  this  kind  of  work  and  it  is  hoped  to  carry  it  on 
in  the  spring,  spreading  it  out  over  a longer  period  and 
through  the  vacation  season. 

The  Christmas  exhibit  of  children’s  books  was  held  as 
usual  for  four  weeks  beginning  Children’s  Book  Week  in 
November.  In  the  observance  of  the  latter  we  cooperated 
with  the  New  Bedford  Public  Library,  the  bookstores  and 
other  organizations.  Lists  of  books  were  prepared  for  cir- 
culation from  schools,  libraries  and  book  stores,  the  librarian 
compiling  the  list  of  twenty-five  books  for  the  first  three 
grades,  a talk  to  parents  was  given  by  a specialist  in  chil- 
dren’s reading  at  the  New  Bedford  Public  Library,  and  in 
Fairhaven  prizes  were  given  by  the  local  Mothers’  Club  for 
the  best  book  reviews  written  by  pupils  of  certain  grades  in 
the  schools  of  Fairhaven. 

Work  with  Schools. 

The  usual  classroom  libraries  have  been  loaned  to 
teachers  in  all  the  grade  schools  of  the  town  and  in  addition 
fifty  books  have  been  loaned  to  the  Tripp  School  for  noon 
hour  reading  by  pupils  who  come  from  the  outlying  districts 
of  the  town.  These  libraries  were  prepared  by  Miss  Holmes 
in  cooperation  with  the  individual  teachers.  Books  issued 
for  teachers’  reference  use  numbered  1,031.  The  usual 
course  in  the  use  of  the  library  was  given  to  the  eighth  grade 
pupils  in  March  and  April,  a hour  a week  for  seven  weeks 
being  given  to  each  of  four  divisions.  Two  lessons  were 
given  bv  Miss  Clarke  and  the  remainder  by  the  librarian. 

The  High  School  library  has  been  administered  on  a 
much  more  efficient  basis  in  the  last  two  years.  The  total 
number  of  books  issued  the  past  year  was  3,044,  over  1,000 
more  than  any  previous  year.  The  reading  courses  in  the 
English  Department  were  changed  this  fall,  necessitating  a 
very  general  change  of  books  at  the  library.  About  250 
books  were  returned  to  us  and  more  than  300  new  titles 
sent  to  the  High  School.  Assistance  in  the  classification  of 
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the  books  owned  by  the  school  has  also  been  given.  The 
policy  begun  in  1922  of  the  employment  of  a teacher  who 
gives  part  time  to  the  administration  of  the  library  has  been 
continued  but  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  a trained  or 
experienced  high  school  librarian  giving  practically  all  her 
time  to  the  library  during  school  hours  should  be  added  to 
the  high  school  faculty. 

Oxford  Branch. 

Mr.  Silva’s  report  for  the  year  shows  that  7,529  books 
were  issued  from  the  Oxford  Branch  during  the  past  year. 
T his  is  a loss  in  circulation  of  1,814.  The  library  was  closed 
several  evenings  during  the  winter  months  on  account  of 
lack  of  heat.  The  chief  reason,  however,  for  the  dropping 
off  in  the  use  of  the  branch  is  undoubtedly  the  competition 
of  the  new  moving  picture  theatre  opposite  the  library. 
Other  factors  were  probably  the  better  employment  condi- 
tions early  in  the  year  and  the  fact  that  all  of  the  eighth 
grade  children  of  that  section  are  being  brought  to  the 
Rogers  School  and  use  the  main  library  for  their  own  books 
and  to  some  extent  for  the  books  for  their  parents. 

Building. 

Two  improvements,  the  new  loan  desk  and  the  instal- 
lation of  the  rail  and  gate,  have  already  been  mentioned. 
One  of  the  old  indirect  radiators  in  the  trustees  room  broke 
down  in  the  winter  of  1923  and  in  its  place  a new  direct 
radiator  has  been  installed  in  the  proper  place  under  the 
northeast  windows.  For  the  first  time  in  many  years  the 
room  is  comfortable  at  this  time  of  year. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  next  summer  must  witness  the 
installation  of  a new  boiler  for  heating.  The  old  boiler  has 
given  thirty-one  years  of  service  and  we  have  expert  advice 
that  the  present  season  should  be  its  last.  A word  of  com- 
mendation should  be  given  to  Mr.  Rouke,  the  janitor,  for  his 
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excellent  care  of  the  building  and  grounds  and  for  the  long 
hours  and  unusual  amount  of  work  required  in  firing  an  old 
boiler  with  a very  poor  quality  of  fuel. 

Personnel  and  Other  Items. 

The  personnel  of  the  staff  remains  the  same  as  a year 
ago.  It  is  a matter  of  keen  personal  regret  on  the  part  of 
us  all  that  Mrs.  Leighton  has  not  yet  been  able  to  resume 
her  work  which  she  was  obliged  to  give  up  a year  ago  last 
September.  During  the  summer,  Miss  Holmes  took  a six 
weeks’  summer  course  in  children’s  work  at  the  Simmons 
College  Library  School  passing  with  the  grade  of  A.  While 
she  was  absent  Miss  Elizabeth  Davidson  of  New  Bedford 
gave  satisfactory  service  as  substitute. 

During  February  and  March  a library  institute  was  held 
in  New  Bedford  under  the  auspices  of  the  Division  of  Pub- 
lic Libraries  and  every  session  was  attended  by  one  or  more 
of  the  staff.  In  June  of  this  year  by  invitation  of  this  li- 
brary a meeting  of  library  workers  in  this  section  of  the 
state  was  held  in  Fairhaven.  This  meeting  resulted  in  the 
formation  of  the  Old  Dartmouth  Library  Club  in  which  are 
represented  cities  and  towns  in  Bristol  County  and  some 
towns  in  Plymouth  and  Dukes  Counties.  A successful 
meeting  of  the  new  club  was  held  in  Attleboro,  Nov.  22nd 
with  about  thirty  present,  three  from  this  library,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  organization  will  be  productive  of  benefit  to 
all  its  members  and  the  libraries  with  which  they  are  con- 
nected. 

Meetings  of  the  Massachusetts  Library  Club  and  the 
Cape  Cod  Library  Club  have  also  been  attended  by  the  staff, 
and  the  librarian  attended  the  American  Library  Association 
Regional  Conference  at  Silver  Bay,  September  3-9,  as  the 
delegate  of  the  Cape  Cod  Library  Club  and  recorder  for  the 
Massachusetts  Library  Club. 
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Though  the  usual  acknowledgments  at  the  close  of  a 
report  always  sound  more  or  less  formal  and  perfunctory, 
mine  are  not  so  in  spirit  for  no  one  realizes  more  than  I 
do  that,  if  we  have  had  a successful  year,  it  has  been  due  in 
the  greater  measure  to  the  loyalty  and  conscientious  service 
of  all  the  staff  and  to  the  assistance  rendered  by  the  trustees 
and  their  appreciation  of  the  library’s  needs  and  purposes.
